DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12, 14-16, and 19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-10 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record does not teach or disclose a magnetic resonance imaging method comprising a 
step for updating the residual magnetic field response function in accordance with the 
strength of each pulse of the applied gradient magnetic field along with the application 
of the gradient magnetic field pulses wherein the calculation is executed to calculate the 
strength of the residual magnetic field upon every application of the gradient magnetic 
field pulse in the process of executing the imaging sequence and the strength of the 
residual magnetic field calculated is used to correct the residual magnetic field which 
changed the strength in accordance with every application of the gradient magnetic field 
pulse in the process of executing the imaging sequence, in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claims 11, 14-16, and 19 are allowable over the prior art of record because the 
prior art of record does not teach or disclose a magnetic resonance imaging apparatus 
wherein the calculation means calculates the residual magnetic field upon every 
application of the gradient magnetic field pulse in the process of executing the imaging 
sequence by using the residual magnetic field response function updated by the 
updating means in real time, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
